NEW SPACE REQUIRED TO EASE HALFWAY 
HOUSE OVERCROWDING 

Although it was only opened this past summer, 
Officials say that the Home for Unemployed 
Media Personalities Accused of Sex Crimes 
(HUMPASC), located in Sagaponack, has 
already exceeded capacity. New arrivals are 
being housed in temporary luxury trailers on 
the HUMPASC acreage while officials begin the 
process of finding permanent additional space 
nearby. “When we first decided on the location, 
we thought it would be more than ample for 
our needs,” says Leonard Lowenstern of the 
Hamptons Department of Halfway Houses. 


they took the train back to Hampton Bays. The 
demonstration was pretty muted when they got 
to our building. 


BIGGER RATE REDUCTION! 

One month ago, Hamptons Subway announced 
lower rates beginning January 1. Currently, 
rides are $2.75, and we had hoped to drop 
the fare to $2.70 for people making under 
$20,000 a year, $2.65 for people making between 
$20,000 and $150,000, and 85 cents for people 
making over $150,000. After some objection, 
we've decided to drop the cost even further for 
the two poorer groups. Under $20,000 a year 
will now get a ride for $2.69, and those between 
$20,000 and $150,000 will get a ride for $2.64. As 
for those folks over $150,000 a year, we will be 
charging more—86 cents instead of 85 cents. 


TUNNEL REPAIR 

Because tunnel work between the Wainscott and 
the Sagaponack Stations next Wednesday, no 
trains will be allowed between 6 a.m. Thursday 
until 6 a.m. Friday. Those traveling at that time 
will go up the escalator at Wainscott to waiting 
busses which will take them to Sagaponack. The 
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reverse is true too. If you decide to just jog that 
interval, you will have to pay twice. 


TRACK REPLACEMENT CALLED OFF 

Hamptons Subway intended to close down for 
the entire week of January 21-27 to replace all 
of the tracks, which have been there since the 
subway was first built in 1927. During that week, 
a bus service would operate, taking riders from 
station to station. However, an examination 
of the tracks themselves resulted in a great 
celebration at our home office when it was 
learned that they were made of Zirconium, 
cheap in 1927 but worth $10,000 a foot today. 


_But then we were brought low to learn that 


Zirconium, in addition to being more valuable 
than any other metal, was also environmentally 
dangerous, causing illness among the elderly, 
cats and dogs. It can never be sold. So we’ve 
decided to just leave it be since it is pre-existing. 


MAINTENANCE CREW REPLACED 

The entire maintenance crew of Hamptons 
Subway, which works every night from 2 a.m. 
to 6 am. cleaning and repairing, has been 
fired. They are all men and it has been found 
that during the night they often spend time 
making disparaging remarks about women, 
even mentioning some of them by name. A new 
maintenance crew, made entirely of women, will 
replace them on Monday. At exactly the same 
wage, of course. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

The Commissioner submitted no report this 
week. He is spending the week at an attitude 
adjustment spa in Utah. && 


“We figured, ‘How many groping, fondling, self- 
exposing p*ssy grabbers can there be operating 
in the intense glare of the media spotlight?’ Turns 
out we underestimated that number by many 
orders of magnitude.” Lowenstern concedes 
that finding additional space is made more 
complex because of the strong opposition from 
the surrounding community. In fact, a group 
was recently formed to organize opposition 
to the HUMPASC facility and to mobilize 
against its expansion.

spirit, but there’s no room at the inn for these 
dirtbags.” While officials have acknowledged 
concerns, they remain determined to provide 
shelter for the media personalities in their care.

A Solid Sag Harbor Family Man Pulled Out and Sent Away

stopped into Hampton Bagel in East Hampton. 


the other day and spoke to my old friend Bob 
Schepps, who runs the place. We’ve known each 
other 30 years. After we exchanged pleasantries 
l asked him how he was, and he told me he was 
exhausted, working 14 hours a day. 

“I work two shifts here every day. It’s 
been 87 days now. I’m counting the days until I 
can find a new bagel maker. Til then, I’m doing 
two jobs.” 

The product is Jewish, Schepps is Italian, the 
bagel maker is Hispanic. Only in America. 

Here is the backstory to this. The latest 
chapter in “Only in America.” 

Carlos Marinado came here 14 years ago 
and, through his brother who was working as 
a bagel maker at another shop in Hampton 
Bays, got a job as the bagel maker at Hampton 
Bagel. Bob paid him, as he pays everybody 
who works for him, by check, with deductions 
taken out. Marinado had work papers. Shortly 


afterwards, the federal government gave him 
an EIN number, which allowed him to pay taxes. 
Soon Carlos got married to another immigrant, 
Maria, and they set up house in this area. Last 
year he was issued a Social Security card by 
the federal government, and also last year, New 
York State issued him a driver’s license. With 
these advances, he was able to get a mortgage, 
and he bought a house in East Hampton for 
himself and his wife and their three children, 
ages 13, 6 and 2. 

“Carlos could have bought a house in 
Hampton Bays for half the price,” Bob told me, 
“but he wanted for his kids to be able to stay in 
the East Hampton School district, where they 
are now. In July, he went to New York City to 
meet with immigration officials, as he has done 
once a year, every year. In all this time he’s 
never been in any trouble. Then he vanished. 

“He drove in with his wife and two of his 
three kids. The meeting was at 9 a.m. He met 
his lawyer there. This lawyer had helped get 
him his Social Security card, the driver’s license 


and now was trying to move this still further 
forward,” Bob continued. “Carlos had letters 
of support from friends, from me, from his 
colleagues at the store. His wife waited in the 
car for him to come out. He never did.” 

I know what you are thinking. He must have 
done something. But according to Bob, Carlos 
had never been arrested, never spent a day in 
jail. So out front of the federal building, Maria 
waited and waited. Carlos (I have not used his 
real name for this story) never came out. His 
lawyer never came out. Finally, at 7 p.m., she 
got a phone call. It was the only call he was 
being allowed. And it was collect. She tried to 
use her debit card, but it wouldn’t go through. 
Her bank account had been emptied. She called 
Carlos’s friends who work at the store and got a 
credit card number to pay for the call. 

Take care of the kids, Carlos told her. I’m ina 
jail in New Jersey. 

Everyone knows what that means. They were 
shipping him out. She got in the car and 
drove home. And she’s (Continued on next page)

77 days. Back to Ecuador.

I've learned that on the Spanish language 
cable channel Univision (channel 6 on 
Cablevision here), some commentators are 
warning Hispanic viewers every single day 
NOT to continue to go in for. the annual 
meeting anymore.

That’s 
why, through the lawyer, he had gotten 
his Social Security number, a driver’s license 
and an EIN number. 

The cost for a lawyer varies, but they are 
generally $5,000 up front to open a case, then 
$100 every time you meet with the lawyer, or 
the lawyer and the authorities. 

Many Hispanic residents here and all over 
the country are of the belief they need to 
stay out of sight. Not only those here 
illegally, but. those here legally. If they are 
pulled over for a broken taillight or can’t 
show a legal driver’s license, they fear ICE will 
take them away.

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“I hope every day I don’t get pulled over,” one 
Hispanic woman told me. 

But New York is a sanctuary city, and Long 
Island follows sanctuary city sorts of protocalls. 
More about this later. So what happened to 
Carlos Marinado? 

Turns out there is more to this story. 
About six years ago, during the Obama 
Administration, Carlos was invited to become 
a member of the union whose membership 
includes all full-time workers at Hampton 
Bagel. Bob said that, at that time, after all 
these years, the union determined that Carlos’s 
papers were not in order. As a result, Bob 
told me, he should never have hired him. 
Bob asked the union whether, having learned 
this, he should fire him, and was told no. That 
would not be grounds and would only make 
matters worse. 


Many Hispanic residents believe 
they need to stay out of sight, that 
if they are pulled over for a broken 
taillight, ICE will take them away. 


“I am not some bleeding heart liberal,” 
Bob told me. “And I believe in America and 
hard work and getting ahead. | don’t think 
people should come here illegally and take 
advantage of us. He showed me papers that 
seemed correct. I was under the impression the 
lawyers would make it all right.” 

Six years ago, when the mistake was 
discovered, according to an ICE official 
I spoke with, the lawyer asked the judge 
for an exemption for Carlos. This was 
during the Obama Administration. The 
judge ruled not to grant the exemption, and 
this put Carlos on a deportation list. Starting six 
years ago, the meetings have been to get that 
order delayed, which in every case they were. 
But this year, while his wife was outside, the 
court would delay no more. So off Carlos went, 
to New Jersey and then, three weeks later, to 
Ecuador. I was able to learn all this from the 
official at ICE. 

I spoke to another ICE official who works in 
Suffolk County, and asked if ICE was picking 
people up for broken taillights. | was told they 
are not. They only pick up people whom they 
have a warrant to arrest from a judge, or who 
are known criminals they believe are in the 
area. (Neither apply to Carlos. He just walked 
into his problem in New York.) And they don’t 
go in at night. 

I also spoke to the Chief of Police in East 
Hampton Village. If they pull over someone for a 
broken taillight or speeding or even no driver’s 
license, they just issue a ticket to either be paid 
by mail or to challenge in court, as anyone else 
might. They don’t call ICE. 

I'll give the last word to Bob. 

“Carlos came here and took his chances. | 
took the chances with him. We won all these 
years and now we lost. But there’s a legacy. 
Carlos has three beautiful children, all American 
citizens. Their father is gone, back to Ecuador. 
But he’s left this wonderful legacy for them to 
make their future here in the greatest country in 
the world and they must be immensely grateful 
for that.” ga

Block Island’s Big Wind & Zoning Trouble at “The Creeks”

UNBLOCK THE WIND 

As you may know, a company named 
Deepwater Wind is proposing to build a 
16-turbine windfarm out in the ocean off Long 
Island. It will not be visible from the island, but 
will be able to provide power to 50,000 homes— 
all the homes on the South Fork with some left 
over—when completed in two years. 

At the present time, reps from the company 
are meeting with different local groups about 
this. Surprisingly, considering global warming, 
there are quite a few objections, one about 
where the cable from the farm would come 
ashore and another about how the project 
might affect commercial fishing. 

Six Deepwater Wind turbines are already up 
and running to provide all the power needed 
for Block Island, with additional power sent to 
Naragansett, Rhode Island. These six are the 
first in the nation. 

Earlier today, | spoke with Fraser Lang, 
a former publisher of The Block Island 
Times, who was involved with the Block Island 
project during the period in 2013-15 while it 
was being discussed. 

Today, the six Block Island turbines are 
clearly visible out in the ocean off Block Island. 
' “Were there battles about where the 
power line from the windfarm would come 
ashore?” I asked. 

“A few people objected,” Lang said. “But most 
were for it. It’s come ashore at State Beach, 
which is the main bathing beach on the island.” 


“Was that where it was first proposed?” 

“Yes. It comes in there, six feet underground, 
right up Beach Avenue to the power station.” 

“Any problems?” 

“Nope. Naragansett fought to keep it 
from coming ashore there. It does, though, at 
State Beach.” 

“Has fishing been compromised as a result of 
the turbines?” 

“Not at all. It’s the same as it was before. 
Indeed, we now get people who go out in boats 
to see the new turbines. They circle around the 
windmills. It’s quite something.” 

It should be noted that I have special feelings 
for Block Island. I founded The Block Island 
Times in 1970, and for the next 12 years, owned 
it and nurtured it to become the newspaper of 
record for that island. 


RON PERELMAN SEEKS VARIANCES 

Ron Perelman, the billionaire philanthropist, 
businessman and investor, owns the largest 
estate in East Hampton, consisting of 58 acres 
fronting on Georgica Pond. The prior owner 
had built many structures on the property and 
there was not much in the way of zoning at that 
time. In any case, when you own a property like 
this, it’s easy to feel this is your own private 
little world. As such, to a certain extent, you 
can make the rules. 

Indeed, Perelman employs a_ private 
security force to keep order on his property. 
But he never created his own private fire 
department. Had he done so, he might not 
be having the difficulties he faces today. 


Fire broke out on the property in 2012. The 
volunteer village fire department was contacted, 
and one of the volunteer firemen who came was 
Ken Collum, who that year also became village 
ordinance inspector. 

After the fire, Collum filed a blizzard of 
17 violations for all sorts of things that shouldn’t 
have been built, modified or allowed on the 
property. An accessory building, supposed 
to be no more than 250 square feet, was 
1,275 square feet with a place of worship 
with three rooms and two bathrooms standing 
at 15.1 feet high when the limit allowed is 
14 feet. A 160-square-foot addition to the main 
residence had been added without a permit. 
Cooking and living facilities are now housed in 
numerous nonconforming accessory buildings, 
some of which are 100 feet from the wetlands 
when 150 feet are required. A workout building 
was too near wetlands and had been illegally 
enlarged to 795 square feet from 575 square 
feet. Six pieces of sculpture were not set far 
enough back from the water. A barn was built 
without a permit. Even a chicken coop and 
trellis came under fire. 

An earlier attempt to change the zoning and 
make everything legal failed. Now Perelman’s 
lawyer is going over each building, sculpture 
and coop one at a time to see if something else 
might be worked out. 

Frank Newbold, the Chairman of the 
Zoning Board, commented that the property 
“is still subject to the same code as the 
smallest [property],” according to The East 
Hampton Star. &&-

The Last Steam Engine on the LIRR Through the Hamptons

accompanied some friends to the East 

Hampton railroad station to see them off to 
New York on a Sunday morning just before 
Christmas. There was snow on the ground and 
a festive feeling in the air. About a hundred 
people, bundled up in the cold, stood silently on 
the platform, peering down the tracks toward 
Amagansett, from whence the train would soon 
come. After a while an announcement came 
over the loudspeaker. 

“The 11:52 train to Manhattan is about to 
arrive, on time. Please step back from the 
platform edge.” 

A few minutes after that, a clang, clang, clang 


sound filled the air and just to our west, the 
15-foot tall wooden gates straddling Newtown 
Lane at the crossing began to lower and the red 
lights on those gates began to blink. 

The people stirred. 

Maybe it was the snow on the ground or the 
Christmas ornaments in the store windows, but 
somehow I was transported back in time to a 
Friday afternoon in 1955. I was a teenager then, 
and my father had driven my younger sister and 
me to the station to greet my mother, who was 
arriving from New York that snowy day. 

Gas pumps were located on the sidewalk 
of Newtown Lane about a hundred feet up 
from Main Street (to about where The 


Monogram Shop is today). That shop was not —

there, of course. It was the police station. Next 
door was Speed’s Luncheonette and across 
the street was Eddie’s Luncheonette and, next 
to that, the post office. Christmas decorations 
were in the windows. 

My dad had a new Pontiac sedan with tail fins. 
smokey exhaust came out the back. There were 
no such things as seat belts. Nevertheless, Dad 
stayed in his lane, guided by a single white line 
down the center of the street. We passed the 
parked cars. When we got to the station, we got 
out and walked to the platform.

That year was the last year steam 
engines pulled the Long Island Rail 
Road trains. After that, for many 
years, deisel engines did the job. 


Pretty soon, the clang, clang, clang began 
to sound from the 15-foot white gates on 
each side of Newtown Lane at the crossing. 
The gates slowly lowered. The same _ red 
lights blinked. 

Fifty people in heavy coats stood on that 
platform. And then all heads turned as the 
wail of a steam whistle sounded from 
Bridgehampton off in the distance. After a 
while, the train appeared. It made a tremendous 
racket coming in, metal clanking against metal, 
puffs of black smoke billowing out the stack. 
As the engine slid by where we were standing, 
the engineer waved to us, and pulled the chain 
to let out another blast on the steam whistle. 
Behind him, the fireman, all hot and sweaty, 
his back to the engineer, leaned on his shovel 
and stared at the flickering red light of the coal 
furnace. The whistle tooted again and the train 
slowed and then came hissing to a complete 
stop. Toward the back were freight cars. At the 
very back was a caboose. In the front were the 
parlor cars. This was the famous Cannonball, 
which only came in once a week, on a Friday. 
And now, off hopped the uniformed conductors. 
And there was my mom. 

That year was the last year steam engines 
pulled the Long Island Rail Road trains. After 
that, for many years, diesel engines did the job, 
warning of their arrival with great, mournful 
truck air-horn sound and the sweet smell of 
diesel fuel. The service declined. Soon there 
was no more parlor car service. 

Now, here, on December 17, 2017 at 
11:35 a.m., coming into view around the bend 
from Amagansett, was the double-decker 
train with the electric locomotive at the front, 
roaring away. It pulled in and came to a halt. 
The gates astride Newtown Lane kept clanging. 
Motorists in BMWs, Mercedes and Lincolns 
waited patiently. And the people—watch the 
gap—climbed on. 

A few conductors got out. One was a woman; 
another, a man. They looked up and down the 
platform, waiting patiently. 

I noticed these two conductors each wore the 
same black conductor hats from all those years 
ago, with the shiny black leather band and the 
silver letters reading CONDUCTOR. 

-A whistle sounded, the engine roared and, 
slowly, the big double-decker lumbered off 
toward Bridgehampton and beyond. ga 
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including a sculpture of me riding a 
lobster at the eastern terminus of the 
Sunrise Highway in Southampton.

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East End Upcycling: Making T reasures out of the Discarded

D id you start to throw away some small toys 
or baubles to clean up for the holidays this 
year and then hang them on your Christmas 
tree instead? This is upcycling—reusing what is 
often thrown away and turning these items into 


something beautiful. East Enders have created - 


businesses that do just this. They’re making 
treasures out of the discarded. 

Inspired by trash strewn on New York City 
streets, Dale Leavay of Morelands Upcyling in 
Southold recalls seeing something more in what 
was being thrown away. “I saw it as beautiful, 
not gross or disgusting,” remarks Leavay. She 
now makes all her own patterns by hand. “I’ve 
always been fascinated by what people throw 
away. Something clicked in my head that day, 
and | started putting packaging together. The 
creative process began.” Some of her products 
include totes, purses, as well as fun and funky 
accessories. “We take things that are no longer 
wanted, and give them new life so they can 


become a useful and beautiful product. I don’t 


like to be wasteful.” 

TRE NIA TIS LE ES RE IE OE AGE LEIS SORE LE NES: 
This is what upcycling is—reusing 
what is often thrown away and 
turning what is discarded into 
something beautiful. 


Leavay gets excited by trash and packaging 
she’s never seen before, remarking, “I also 
see it as a way to keep items from the landfill, 
and appeai to a wide range of people. I’m very 
proud of my products and I’m always creating 
new items.” She admits, “Often times I love 
them and don’t want to sell them. But I do—so 
I can create more.” 

Some of her most popular items include 
cross body bags made from coffee bags, and 
ramen noodle packaging purses. All of the 
items sold have been crafted and designed by 
Leavay. Animal feed bags, grocery packaging 
and discarded burlap bags are some of the 
products that she has upcycled. “The packaging 


~is gleaned from small farms, backyard farmers, 


and friends here on the East End.” 

Jeanelle Myers, of Jeanelle Myers Studio in 
Sag Harbor, has been creating treasures out of 
discards for more than 50 years. “I’ve always 
liked everything old, and have been collecting 
stuff since | was a teenager. There’s no piece 
of furniture in my house that was new when 
purchased. | find things that have been. thrown 
out, or I buy used things.” 

Myers says much of her artwork is made from 
found items. “I’m disturbed by all the things we 
throw away. I like to recycle and don’t like to 
see anything good and useful discarded.” Myers 
makes her products using everything from 
tattered old lace to pieces of plants. 

Why does she upcycle? “The main reason | 
use the kind of materials that I do is because 
I find them beautiful. I want to include their 
histories in my work. Each piece has had a life 
and served a purpose. When the item is thrown 
away, the history is gone. If I incorporate it into 
a piece all the histories are there.” 

At White Flower Farmhouse on Main Road in 


Southold, Lori Guyer is upcycling 
old wood to make furniture 
and additional products. “We 
make  breadboards, — small 
benches, farmhouse _ tables, 
and so much more. I’ve been 
upcycling since 1997.” 

Guyer proudly tells of an antique 
Dutch door that was turned into a 
pantry cabinet. She’s also made 
flooring with scrap plywood. 
“We have a good connection 
with contractors who give us old 
windows and doors,” says Guyer. 
“I try to get the material that’s 
being thrown away, and I use

every piece of scrap wood in the 
workshop.” 

If you’re looking to help the 
environment, Guyer remarks that 
upcycling, or purchasing upcycled 
products, is an ideal way to do it.

The redesigned interiors of the 12,000 square foot 
house are simply lavish, including hand-carved heated marble tubs, boiserie by French craftsmen, and parquet de 
Versailles floors. Outside, there’s a pondside pool and spa and a guest cottage. On.two acres, Pond House has 203 
feet of frontage on Georgica Pond. The supercouple drove a hard bargain, reportedly paying $26 million for the 
place; the original ask was $39.5 million.

Azevedo attended Art Basel in Miami last week and has now blown back into 
the Hamptons on a fresh, winter breeze. In addition his home in North Haven, Azevedo 
keeps homes in Miami and New York City. Based on his recent travels, 
he shares that “Fuchsia and mustard yellow—not bright yellow, but mustard yellaw— 
are very hot right now. We always have new things coming in” at his Unlimited Earth 
Care garden center on Scuttle Hole Road in Bridgehampton. As he says, “I always keep 
in touch with European designers.” 
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Brazilian-born Azevedo learned some things about the ins and outs of manicured 
lawns while studying landscape design in Oxford, England. As he points out, “Each 
environment requires its own landscaping—the design can change—but we are 
all limited to what will grow here. Soil conditions, sun exposure and the seasons 
require you to think—you can bring a concept in, but it has to be translated, an 
adaptation.” Right now he’s excited about incorporating “geometric pattern in 
landscaping in different levels. It creates dynamic interest, bringing more to designs 
on different levels.” 


Azevedo strives to make landscaping appear as a natural and complementary 
extension of the fine and varied architecture of the East End. Of course, much like 
the aesthetic at work in his popular store, his systematic approach to design must 
look effortless. 


He envisions a “change to a more sustainable approach—meadows with native 
plants to attract wildlife and propagate native species” across the East End. He 
and his team recently divided a client’s lawn into six masses of a mix of native and 
non-native flowers between swaths of native switch grass, following this pattern to the 
end of the property. 


This required the planting of 20,000 flower and 15,000 grass plants. 
As Azevedo points out, one doesn’t need to cut these massive border 
meadows. 


According to Azevedo, “Many people mistakenly think that 
because a plant is native, it will grow anywhere—it 
may be hard to grow, actually. And some native plants are eaten by 
deer.” Regarding Azevedo’s favorite native plants, he says, 
“Il love dogwood trees and viburnum with white flowers and native 
primroses, monarda, low grasses that don’t need to 
be mowed.” And they improve the soil while providing a habitat 
for pollinators. 


While visions of that spring and summer beauty dance here in the 
winter, Azevedo reminds homeowners not to make easily avoided 
landscape-care mistakes in the off-season. He offers the example of 
“leaving landscaping open to predators like deer. You should protect 
your landscaping when suitable.” Since at this time of year there are 
fewer people outdoors, be aware of the need to protect your plants. 
And deer bring ticks. Azevedo notes that “the only thing to fight ticks 
is to spray—there are different organic sprays to apply.” 


This master designer reflects, “I love every season. I’m 
always inspired by nature. What is beautiful now is the daylight— 
it is more intense when the deciduous trees lose their leaves—very 
intense.” 


Azevedo started his landscaping career as a child “with a 
home vegetable garden, then pruning and trimming at my parents’ 
beach house and city house.” He was “always very 
curious” and the “modern landscaping explosion in Brazil in the 
1960s and 1970s was very influential to my decision to become a 
landscape designer.” 


And who doesn’t want a fresh breeze from Brazil blowing across a 


newly landscaped Hamptons estate come summer?

For nearly 50 years, Sag Harbor’s Nancy Robbins has been creating beautiful 
and useful clay works that would be a prize in any Hamptons home. A skilled 
artist of the highest order, Robbins is also a chemist, a teacher and the leader of 


Though she now makes porcelain pieces almost exclusively on the potter’s 
a tight-knit but growing community of East End artisans working in her chosen 


wheel, Robbins’ half-century in the field has made her adept at nearly all 
medium. wy ee i 
applications of ceramics. “I’ve had quite a checkered career,” she says, noting 
her education at Rhode Island School of Design, engineering studies at 
renowned ceramics school Alfred University, and years working as a glaze 


chemist in the ceramics industry. 


The work she creates recalls the cups, vases and bowls of ancient Asiatic masters, 
while at the same time being wholly local, down to the very substances from 
which they are built. 


“I just started recently playing with sand, and I use sand from all over the world,” 
Robbins says, noting that East End sands have found a prominent place in that 
repertoire. In addition to sand from far-flung places like Iceland, her texturally 
lively vessels feature glazes with granules from area beaches, such as Montauk 
and Sagaponack. Each carries unique, recognizable qualities, which emerge after 
hours of kiln firing. 


Beyond their obviously consistent texture, the sands’ final appearance couldn’t 
be more different, depending upon their location of origin. Montauk’s sand, 
for example, is manganese heavy, resulting in a black color after intense heat 
is applied; while iron-rich Sagaponack sand develops pleasing, rust-colored 


speckles.

“I’m sort of the glaze guru around here,” Robbins says, describing one of her 
many roles as president and co-founder of the Clay Art Guild of the Hamptons. 
She also teaches at the group’s new Clay Art Studios in Water Mill, where classes 
are well attended. “A lot of people really love doing clay. Pottery is the new 
Pilates,” she says, quoting a November 30 article in The New York Times. 


Robbins devotes much of her time to the Clay Art Guild, teaching, and working 
on projects such as her line of stampware souvenirs for the Hamptons wholesale 
market to “pay the bills,” but she never strays too far from true expression at her 
potter’s wheel. 


“I tend to work in series,” Robbins says, “I don’t do one of anything.” Despite this, 
each of her creations is a unique object with distinctive marks and nuances. One 
could serve 20 people on her plates and dinnerware, and no one would have 
exactly the same setting.

“Tt’s really fun. I could play with sand all day,” Robbins says. “We live in a beach 
community—you want something that talks to you about the beach.” 


Taking a step beyond local sand, the artist made a series of scallop-shaped 
Christmas ornaments using clay dug from the earth right here on our shores. 


Most importantly, Robbins creates her own glazes, which are paramount to 

her process and final product. For her, the forms shaped on the wheel come 
secondary to their colorful, rich and deftly applied coatings. “Most of my pots are 
like canvases for my glaze,” Robbins says, explaining how she applies chemistry 
knowhow and years of experience, along with plenty of instinct and imagination, 
to formulate each glaze. 


“Most people now buy glazes, but it’s more satisfying to make your own,” she 
says, acknowledging that it’s analogous to building a home from hand-hewn 
materials instead of using store-bought, cookie-cutter parts. “I developed some 
very special glazes.”

TITLE INSURANCE SEARCH FEES CAPPED 


Title insurance companies historically made a large portion of their revenue through charging exorbitant ancillary search fees. These searches are 
required by buyers (and certain sellers) to conduct due diligence as to the legal status of the property being transacted. To be clear, not all fees 
were historically high, and some were even waived as a loss leader for the title company to obtain future business. Now, regulations by the New 
York Department of Financial Services require that all ancillary search fees must be uniform for every customer and that there are express caps on 
certain search fees, such as a patriot search, a bankruptcy search, a municipal or department search, a recording fee, a survey inspection, overnight 
mail charges and even a charge for escrow services. 


TITLE INSURANCE CLOSER FEES RESTRICTED 


Buyers at real estate closings are no longer required, or even permitted, to tip their real estate closer. These tips historically ranged from $100 
to about $250 and were an undisclosed tack-on to a real estate closing’s exorbitant fees, which many buyers were mystified to first learn about 
at the closing. Realizing the need to make all fees disclosed incident to real estate closing, the New York Department of Financial Services has 
strictly prohibited these tips. Additionally, the Department of Financial Services has implemented a three-day notice provision for any fees 
chargeable to the seller for the payoff of an existing lien. Historically, these fees also ranged from $100 to about $250 per a lien payoff, 

where each additional lien was charged at a reduced rate. Now, in addition to the three-day notice, these fees must be consistent in amount 
regardless of the number of payoffs. 


RESIDENTIAL LEASE C0 DISCLOSURE REQUIREMENT 


Prior to executing a residential lease with a tenant, a landlord of a property with three or fewer units must now, per statute, provide a conspicu- 
ous notice in boldface type as to whether a certificate of occupancy is currently valid for the dwelling unit subject to the lease. Best practice is for 
landlords to provide their tenants with an actual copy of the valid certificate of occupancy, which fully satisfies the boldface type notice statutory 
requirement, incident to signing the lease. This requirement cannot be waived by the parties in their lease or otherwise. 


SUING TO RESCIND A CONTRACT ISN'T A BREACH 


There is going to be an uptick in lawsuits to define or rescind contracts of sale throughout the state. New York’s highest court ruled that bringing 

such a lawsuit does not expose the purchaser to a counterclaim alleging that they breached the contract, which was previously an unsettled ques- 
tion in the state. Before the Court of Appeals was a case where the purchaser sought to rescind certain contract amendments that were allegedly 
induced by misrepresentations concerning the seller’s ability to complete requisite remedial work to the property that was required for develop- 

ment. Predictably, the seller counterclaimed by arguing that the purchaser’s act of bringing the lawsuit was in and of itself a breach of the contract 

of sale as an anticipatory repudiation. Moving forward, such a counterclaim is no longer available and as a result, it is anticipated that purchasers 
will be far more motivated to bring rescission and reformation lawsuits on during the contract stage of a real estate transaction to leverage and/or —

_If you’re unfamiliar with 
the work of this week’s 
cover artist, Giancarlo 
‘Impiglia, boy are you 
missing out. Though, to be 
/ sure, you may know more of 
his work than you’re aware 
of—his exhibition at the 
Southampton Arts Center 
™ this past summer was well 
attended and well received; 
his 1992 Absolut Vodka ad, Absolut Impiglia, 
sets itself apart nicely from the other 1,500 ads 
in that campaign; The Queen Elizabeth, Queen 
Mary II and Queen Victoria cruise ships all 
feature his work; and a handful of his murals 
adorn New York cityscapes, including the 
lobby of 99 John Street. His decades-spanning 
oeuvre consists of countless paintings and 
sculptures—aluminum and wood, jig-sawed and 
painted like his canvases—carefully crafted with 
their sharp lines, bold colors and featureless 
characters. But there’s more to Impiglia and his 
work, so we headed out to his Bridgehampton 
studio recently to find out more about the 
internationally renowned artist, painting away 
in our own backyard. 
Impiglia’s studio, custom-made for _ its 
purpose, was a clutter of boxes at the time, as

he was in the midst of packing up work to 


send to Miami for an upcoming exhibition. 
Upon entering, one’s eye is drawn immediately 
to a large, older piece—an assemblage of 
blue jeans mounted on canvas hung above 
the concrete floor the artist paints over. It’s 
a subtle political statement from an always 
subversive, class-conscious artist. From those 
blue jean assemblages to the blank-faced and 
emotionless characters, stylishly dressed in 
the costumes that swanky holiday parties 
require of us, Impiglia’s every work is a critique 
of modern society. We’re always wearing 
costumes, presenting ourselves in a way the 
world wants to see us whether that’s how we 
want to be seen or not. Case in point: this writer 
in his ill-fitting reporter’s garb. And the blank 
faces? Impiglia paints situations, not portraits. 
And onto those blank faces, the viewer, and the 
other characters present in the painting alike, 
are free to project whatever they wish, just like 
in real life. 

Perhaps to fully understand and appreciate 
the work of Impiglia, one must have at least 
a passing familiarity with the revolutionary 
artistic and social movements inspired by 
the social upheavals of the late 19th and 
early 20th century. Italian Futurism 
experimented with the fragmentation of form 
as representation of newly unleashed speed, 
flight, movement and machines. Futurism 
developed at the same time Picasso was working 
on Cubism in France. Then Suprematism was 
unveiled in 1915 Russia at “The Last Futurist 
Exhibition of Paintings,” followed by the Dada 
movement, founded by Hugo Ball in Zurich in 
1916, the most famous example of which might 
be Duchamp’s “Fountain” (a urinal turned on 
its head). All of these, of course, were direct 
ancestors to Pollack’s Abstract Expressionism, 
the Art Deco theater facade now missing from 
Main Street in Sag Harbor and Lichtenstein’s 


Pop Art. Which is to say, 
we love this stuff on the 
East End. 

The common theme of 
these movements is the 
complete destruction of 
bourgeois art. “At last,” 
Filippo Marinetti wrote 
in his seminal 1909 text 
The Manifesto of Futurism, 
“mythology and the 
mystic cult of the ideal 
have been left behind.” 
Gone were the sentimental 
cherubs’ and _ religious 
scenes, the neat portraits of 
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merchant’s wives draped in 
finery. All of this new art 
would show us what the 
world really looked like— 
chaos broken into a million 
pieces. It was the beginning 
of Modernist art! And while, 
upon first glance, Impiglia’s 
work does not look like a 
world rapt by chaos, one 
would be wise to take a 
closer look. #&

Y ou can never have enough books. But some 
people don’t have access to books and some 
have no books at all. And that’s not right. So while 
you're holiday book shopping, think about donating 
books, either to make way for new ones, or just 
because. Check out unitedthroughreading.org, which 
connects military families physical separated and 
facilitates the bonding experience of reading aloud 
together; or prisonbookprogram.org, a grassroots 
organization operating since 1972 that exists for one 
purpose—to send free books to prisoners. One book 
can go a long way. 

Did you know the original Polaroid Original OneStep 
cameras are back? Yup, Polaroid Originals is selling 
the OneStep 2, but also some older, vintage cameras, 
like the 600 Series, the SX-70 and the Spectra. Did 
you also know that former Montauker Andy Warhol 
was rarely without his own SX-70?

If you fantasize about magisterial 
gardens, expertly curated, this is the book for you— 
or someone on your list. 

The Arctic Melt: Images of a Disappearing 
Landscape (Assouline, $95), is a brilliant monograph 
showcasing Water Mill resident Diane Tuft’s 
breathtaking and visually astounding journey to 
places throughout the Arctic Circle—including 
the North Pole—to capture the ice before the 
constant melt renders the once-frozen landscape 
unrecognizable. The book contains more than 
50 photos of the North Pole, the mountain glaciers of 
Norway and the icebergs and ice sheet of Greenland 
chronicling Tuft’s passage through the waning 
tundra as millennia of ice thaw at a faster rate than 
ever before. 

We'll always remember December 16, 2016 was 
cold, dry and windy. That was the day we lost the 
Sag Harbor Cinema, the 1936 Art Deco theater, 
the last in a line of theaters to occupy the spot on 
Main Street. The recently published Sag Harbor: 
100 Years of Film in the Village by Annette Hinkle, 
is an invaluable history of the cinema—and a perfect 
gift for anyone who’s ever been to the village. The 
book includes photos of old movie posters, lobby 
cards, press clippings, the cinema throughout the 
years, the original blueprints and so much more. 
Hinkle has certainly put together the book about the 
Sag Harbor Cinema.

5 Financial Steps to Take Before the New Year

ecember is a great time to review your finances 

and get ready for a fresh start in the new year. 
Here are five key financial moves that are worth 
reviewing before year-end: 


1. Review your goals and financial progress 

If you’ve laid out a plan to achieve your key goals 
such as retirement or saving for a child’s education, 
now is a good time to measure your progress. Are 
you on track or do you need to make adjustments? 
If you don’t have a clear plan, now is a good time to 
establish one for 2018. 


2. Take full advantage of your retirement 
savings opportunities 

If you participate in a workplace savings plan, 
such as a 401(k) or 403(b), try to maximize your 
pre-tax contributions. In 2017, you can defer up to 
$18,000 per year or $24,000 per year for those 
50 and older, into aretirement plan. Your contribution 
reduces your pre-tax income, providing an immediate 
tax savings, while any earnings in the account grow 
on a tax-deferred (for traditional retirement plans) or 
tax-free (for Roth retirement plans) basis. 

If you have an individual retirement account (IRA), 
you have until the April 17, 2018 tax-filing deadline 
to make traditional or Roth contributions for 
2017. The sooner you do so, the sooner those dollars 
can be invested and start building for the future 
on a tax-deferred basis. You can contribute up to 


$5,500 per year of your taxable compensation; 
up to $6,500 for those 50 and older. Note that 
contributions for the 2018 tax year can be made as 
early as January 1, 2018. : 


3. Assess your investment portfolio 
Are you properly positioned in your investments? 
Given the solid performance delivered by the stock 
market in 2017, many may discover their portfolios 
are overweight in equities. Determine whether it may 


be time to re-balance your portfolio to avoid taking 


on too much risk for your comfort level. : 

For your taxable investments, consider the 
potential tax consequences’ before making 
any decisions about selling positions that could 
generate a capital gain. Similarly, you could sell 
positions that will generate a capital loss to 
offset other gains and potentially reduce your tax 
burden. First consult with your investment and 
tax advisors to determine the best strategy for 
your situation. 


4. Check on mutual fund distributions 

Most mutual funds pay out distributions (reflecting 
realized capital gains and dividends earned from 
securities held in the fund) by the end of the 
year. Check to see what to expect from funds you 
own, particularly in taxable accounts. If you are 
considering moving money into a new fund, you may 
want to wait until the fund has paid its distribution 
so you don’t inherit a taxable gain shortly after 
you invest. 


5. Make timely charitable donations 

If you itemize deductions on your taxes, 
you can generally deduct the cash or the fair 
market value of goods donated to a qualified 
nonprofit. The contributions must occur before 
the end of the year to be included on your 2017 tax 
return as a qualified deduction. Be sure to maintain 
proper documentation. 

As you decide what actions to take before year-end, 
consider sitting down with your financial advisor 
who can help you evaluate your options.

sample a few. Most recently we tried them at the 

American Hotel and at [Il Capuccino Ristorante, both 

in Sag Harbor. Two different takes, equally luscious 
in their execution. 


#10 The McCobby Chopped Salad at the Service 
Station Restaurant in East Hampton hit the spot, all 
the spots. A bed of dressed Romaine on a platter, 
under distinct sections of bite-sized goodies—cherry 
tomatoes, thick-cut bacon, avocado, grilled chicken, 
blue cheese, hard-boiled egg. Lunchtastic. 

#9 I’m not a lavender fan, as a rule, but the 
fresh sprig of lavender atop the “Gin and Juice” at 
Bisto Eté in Water Mill made for the perfect balance 
of the interesting boozy sweetness of The Botanist 
Scottish gin and rosé grape juice from Channing 
Daughters in Bridgehampton. This was just one of 
Arie “Sexy Chef” Pavlou’s “chef’s cocktails” on offer. 
And it was the only one I drank that night, hence | 
remember it vividly. I don’t know any other East End 
chefs who are successfully talking winemakers out of 
-their juices. 

#8 The Crispy Crescent Farm Duck Legs Confit at 
Jedediah Hawkins Inn in Jamesport is pretty darn

transcendent. Duck confit done right typically leans 
toward the transcendent, but this one—served with 
sriracha for a kick and Greek yogurt to cooly blend 
all together—really hits the mark. They used to do 
Asian-style duck wings, so this newer iteration offers 
even more to quack about. Deep. Umami. Magic. 

#7 The potato “scales” of the Potato-Crusted 
Flounder at Estia’s Little Kitchen outside Sag Harbor 
are not neatly carved. Better, they are shatteringly 
crisp shreds strewn over the local, moist fish. This 


dish is salty in the good way, like an ocean creature 
should be. The fish rests on a bed of perfectly 
cooked mixed vegetables. Bonus tip: Never say no to 
a slice of Estia’s Banana Flan soused in Kahlua. 

#6 Shishito peppers in bonito flakes at 
Lulu Kitchen & Bar in Sag Harbor caught me 
by surprise. I order shishito peppers for the table 
every chance I get, but these are special. The 
bonito flakes take these simple peppers to a 
whole other level with deep umami flavor and a

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touch of sweetness that renders them irresistible. 

#5 The white sweet potatoes from Quail Hill Farm 
in Amagansett are sublime. I scored a few at the Sag 
Harbor Farmers Market in October. I always think 
I’m going to do something fancy with them, and then 
I just slice them and oven fry them with olive oil and 
black and red pepper and devour them all. 

#4 My own cabbage-carrots-radish-apple-onion 
oven slaw, which will appear in my upcoming 
cookbook. It bakes up in no time. (The not-so-secret 
“secret:” it cooks under a slab of pork.) 

#3 The Beacon’s Tuna Tartare. It’s the truly “rare” 
tuna tartare that doesn’t go Japanese in its flavor 
profile. Chef Sam McCleland mixes mustard with red 
curry paste to achieve something sublimely all its 
own. | adore gulping this treat down on little toasts 
at the bar. (Sadly, this Sag Harbor hotspot is closed 
until next season.) 

#2 Buffalo Style Chicken of the Woods in 
“housed funked” sriracha at Almond in 
Bridgehampton. This was the appetizer on Chef 
Jason Weiner’s “Foraged Things, Fermented Things 
and Trash Fish” menu, which made for a very 
memorable September evening. Being from Buffalo, 
I’m very particular about “Buffalo-ing.” These delish 
mushrooms were in the true Buffalo style but 
(forgive me, Mother) even better than the original. 
I don’t know what Weiner did to “house funk”-up 

_ that sriracha in Almond’s basement, but it was very 
right. The texture, the heat, the lack of gross chicken 


grease—I could make a meal of these babies, daily! 

#1 Housemade mint ice cream with freshly grated 
white truffles at Bistro Eté in Water Mill. It’s always a 
pleasure to do happy hour, or to dine, at this French 
Mediterranean bistro, but this treat came my way 
on what turned out to be a very lucky night. Chef 
Arie Pavlou was prepping for a seven-course truffle 
dinner for a private client and he invited me to give 
this new creation of his a try. It just could not be 
improved upon. (Bistro Eté is going to take a winter 
break from mid-January to mid-March, but, at press 
time, there were still some seats left for their special 
New Years Eve dinner...) 

Honorable Mention: | ate half of a Jobs Lane 
Gastro Pub Chicken Sandwich for lunch one 
October day in Southampton, along with its garlic-y 
fried potato slices. Then I ate the other half of this 
monster about an hour later at my desk in the Dan’s 
Papers offices. The chicken isn’t super special, but it 
is moist. The whole is more than the sum of its parts 
and the sum total is HUGE. There’s something about 
the housemade relish that elevates the cheese and 
tomato slices, iceberg lettuce and bun to somewhere 
near Nirvana. 

You may not see Stacy out enjoying our local 
restaurants’ offerings quite so often in 2018 as she 
is at work on a Hamptons-centric cookbook with 
co-author Hillary Davis.

017 has been kind of a dud when it comes to 
blockbuster deals. The biggest sale so far is just 
$31 million for 328 Gin Lane, a house that originally 
debuted on the market in 2014, asking a whopping 
$39.5 million. That’s the lowest number for the last 
10 years other than 2009, which followed the financial 
crisis. Of course, many deals are closing now and will 
close right after the new year, depending on how 
the buyer wants to structure financials. It may well 
be that a larger deal will come to light in the New 
Year. The second highest sale so far this year, and 
the largest in East Hampton, is the $29 million sale of 
132 Apaquogue Road, best known for being the 
former rental of Hillary and Bill Clinton. 
The third and fourth highest sales for this year 


hover around $26 million. The new-build Tower 
House at Olde Towne in Southampton sold for that 
much, and the Pond House on Briar Patch Road 
in East Hampton sold to Beyoncé and Jay-Z for 
$25.95 million.
